Claims 1, 4, and 6 are in clean form with marked-up copy attached. 
Please amend the claims as follows: 



-1. (Twice Amended) A laminated stator body for an electrical machine, which 
laminated stator body is composed of a multiplicity of segmental laminations, each segmental 
lamination being provided on a radial inside with slots for accommodating conductors of a 
stator winding, each slot extending from the radial inside to a root portion nearest to a radial 
outside of each segmental lamination, with the portion of each segmental lamination 
remaining between the root portion and the radial outside defining a yoke height, wherein 
each segmental lamination is provided on the radial outside with periodically distributed
